HUM OF LOOM 
HEARD AGAIN:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—The 
hum of looms from Maine to Ala- 
bama sang the end of the United 
States textile strike today. It also 
signalled a fight to unionize the 
industry “one hundred per cent.” 

“We shall organize all textile 
workers,” said Francis J. Gorman, 
vice-president of the United Textile 
Workers and national leader of the 


strike. 

Union chiefs, who led the three 
weeks’ strike that was marked by 
death for 14 persons, injuries to 
about 200 and millions of dollars in 
losses to both sides, said the mem- 


bership drive would be particulariy | 


intensive in the south.

Officers Search for Ac- 
complice Who Appears 


Masked at Ransom 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—The 
Washington Star said today au- 
thorities were searching for “a 
mysterious accomplice who mask- 
ed his face with a handkerchief,” 
but was seen by Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh the night the $50,- 
000 ransom payment was made in 
the kidnapping case. 

The Star said the man, with a 
handkerchief shielding his face, 
passed Colonel Lindbergh as the 
flier waited in his car a short dis- 
tance away while Dr. John F. Con- 
don gave the ransom to “John” in 
St. Raymond's cemetery, the Bronx. 

He dropped his handkerchief, 
the paper said, when he reached 
a spot where he could be seen by 
Dr. Condon and “John”, apparent- 
ly as a signal that the way was 
clear. 

Even before this, the Star added, 
experts were convinced the ransom 
notes had been dictated to the per- 
son who wrote them.

FOUND IN MINE 


WREXHAM, Wales, Sept. 24.— 
The death list in the Gresford 
collieries disaster is officially 
placed today at 261, classifying it 


| a8 one of the worst mine acci- 


dents in the history of Wales. 
Only 15 bodies have been recoy- 
ered. 

Rescue efforts, carried on fran- 
tically since the original explosion 
Saturday, were abandoned yester- 
when a series of new explo- 
sions, fire and deadly fumes, en- 
{dangered the workers. 

Officials, “with great reluc- 
tance,” decided no one was still 
alive in the workings and ordered 
the shaft at the top sealed to shut 
off a flow of dangerous carbon 
monoxide gas. 


The possibility that some of the 


| Victims had crawled into secondary 


seams and were still living was 
| dashed by the latest rescue workers 
to return to the surface, 

They said these sections were | 
rapidly becoming filled with flames 
the whole mine is now a 
“raging furnace.” 

A thorough investigation of the 
tragedy would be made, Ernest

While the work of sealing up 
the shaft was proceeding rapidly 
the coroner for East Denbigh- 
shire opened an inquest on the 
bodies so far recovered.

OUR NEW MONETARY GADGET 

The general manager of one of the largest 
Canadian banks observes that a central bank 
is like a fancy gadget on an automobile; “if 
one never sees it or hears about it, one could 
get along very well without it.” 

Undoubtedly. And the objection to the kind 
of central bank recently set up in Canada is 
that it is liable to be no more than a “gadget” 
on the monetary machine, which the public 
will neither see nor hear about in relation to 
the management of money and credit in the 
general interests. It is by nature and consti- 
tutional powers intended to function at the will 
of private stock-holders, for the purpos« of so 
managing or manipulating the money and 
credit supply as to yield dividends. 

The commercial banks have done that, in a 
manner highly successful and satisfactory from 
their stand-point, but not so sfactory from 
the stand-point of the public; and have done 
it in pursuance of exactly the same end that 
will motivate the share-holders of the privately- 
owned central bank. There is therefore little 
reason to suppose this latest addition to the 
monetary mechanism will be an} 
than a “gadget” which the public could quite 
well do without.

Since the property can be confiscated after 
three years’ arrears have accumulated, the city 
has ample security for the debt, and would be 
protected fully if the delinquent were “soaked” 
only the rate of interest the city has to pay on 
borrowed money plus the cost of book-keep- 
ing. Imposing a penalty which arnounts to 
twelve per cent is obviously an act of discrimi- 
nation against the man in poor circumstances 
and in favor of the man of large resources. 
The latter escapes because he rich; the 
former is penalized unnecessarily because he 
is not rich. 

Protest on behalf of property-owners against 
this inequitable method of “enforcing” prompt 
payment is well founded, particularly in times 
of distress. The way to get debts paid is to 
make it easy to pay them. A penalty in excess 
of ordinary interest rates makes taxes harder 
to pay, while the fast-mounting accumulation 
of arrears tends to discourage the man who can 
only pay in smal] sums. He, not unnaturally, 


asks himself why pay anything when the best 
he can do is meet the penalties and let the 
principal of the debt stand 

And on what mora] ground has the city

The fighting instinct is deep-rooted in man, 
and perhaps a little deeper rooted in wornan, 

I was down in Vancouver a week ago on 
that eventful Monday which brought the dual 
news of Endeavour's first victory and of Jimmy 
McLarnin’s recovery of the welter-weight 
crown. 

Wandering around, as 
homeless men do, I found my- 
self when the radio broadcast 
of the fight came in, sitting in 
a strange parlor in a west- 
end residence—one of a tense 
group of fight fans getting the 
blow by blow report of the 
combat between Mr. James 
Archibald McLarnin of Van- 
couver and Mr. _ Bernard 
Rufosky of Chicago. 


The strange parlor wasn’t a beer parlor. The 
place was a sitting room in a private house, to 
which I had been invited to hear the fight 
broadcast.

Catarrh May Destroy 


Hearing

How much is your hearing worth to you? 
You probably value your hearing very highly. 
Many people lose their hearing because of 
catarrhal deafness after the catarrhal inflam- 
mation from the throat and nasal passages has 
spread up the Eustachian tubes to the ears. 
Once the hearing is gone, 
those who have catarrhal 
deafness would do a great deal 
to be able to hear again, yet 
they neglect the common or- 
dinary catarrh which brought 
on the trouble. 

The sensible thing to do for 
catarrh of the nose and throat 
is to begin right now to clear 
it up as a safeguard to the 
hearing. Most catarrhal pa- 
tients try to overcome the 
disorder by using local treatment to the nose 
and throat and are usually disappointed be- 
cause the results are not lasting. Catarrh is 
really of constitutional origin and is caused by 
toxins which come from the waste products of 
carbohydrate foods, These toxins are partly 
discharged through the mucous membranes and 
irritate them during their process of elimina- 
tion. 

By catarrh is meant the inflammation of the 
mucous membranes accompanied by the dis- 
charge of a large amount of mucus, Normally 
the mucous membranes are lubricated by a 
certain amount of mucus, and it is only when 
this becomes excessive that catarrh is present. 
When the body suffers a condition of acidosis, 
the mucous membranes may become chronic- 
ally engorged and the foundation is laid for 
catarrh, which may become complicated by the 
development of various types of bacteria. The 
discharge usually begins by being thin and 
watery and then becomes thick, yellow, and 
pus-like. In the worst cases of nasal catarrh the 
inside of the nose becomes covered with brown 
scabs. ‘ 

There are a number of diseases which accom- 
pany a catarrhal tendency, among them hay 
fever, asthma, tuberculosis, colitis, and sinus 
trouble. In all of them it is necessary to follow 
dietetic instructions which would also be suit- 
able for overcoming catarrh. 

It is not of such great importance where the 
catarrh is located since the main treatment is 
intended to alkalinize the blood and eliminate 
excessive toxins. The dietetic treatment is the 
same whether the catarrh is located in the 
throat, nose, lungs, sinuses, bladder, ears or 
colon. The symptoms of nose and throat catarrh 
are hacking, spitting, clearing the throat and 
using the handkerchief freely. The symptoms 
are often at their worst in the early morning 
due to the accumulation of mucus during sleep. 
After a time the throat becomes involved and 
the patient feels a mass of mucus in the back 
of the throat, producing a choked-up sensation. 
As I explained in the first part of this article, 
the catarrha] inflammation frequently spreads 
up the Eustachian tubes into the ears, producing 
such trouble as deafness, ear noises, and dis- 
charge from the ears. Or it may descend into 
the bronchial tubes with an annoying bron- 
chitis and cough.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: A, A. R. asks: “Does the use of 
mineral oil ever interfere with the digestion of 
food or upset the stomach? Is it best taken on 
an empty stomach? Is a glass of water taken 
just before or just after taking a dose of mineral 
objectionable? Or should the oil be taken on 
a stamach empty of both food and water?” 

ANSWER: The use of large quantities of 
mineral oil undoubtedly interferes somewhat 
with the assimiliation of food, but mineral oils 
are one of the least harmful ways of inducing 
movements if you wish to avoid laxatjves. While 
you are using the mineral oil you should also 
search to discover the real cause of your con- 
stipation which will be feund either in wrong 
food, lack of exercise, or a kinked and pro- 
lapsed colon. One of the best ways to take the 
mineral cil is to use it just before retiring when 
the stomach is practically empty. There is no 
advantage in taking water at the same time.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1912 Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright died. There was 
a man of contradiction, if you 
like; in private life a courteous 
gentleman; in the House of Com- 
mons or on the hustings a man 
of biting sarcasm and vitriolic 
phrases, the best fighter in op- 
position the Canadian Parlia- 
ment every saw, but in office, in 
his later years at least, how dif- 
ferent! 

Sir Richard was an Upper Can- 
ada aristocrat as befitted his an- 
cestry, for his grandfather wes 
one of the leading men in east- 
ern Upper Canada before there 
was any such province and a 
member of the first legislative 
council, for which he was quali- 
fied both by army service and as 
a Loyalist. 

Sir Richard, as he became in 
1879, was educated for public life 
and soon after his entry into the 
Assembly of old Canada in 1863 
was marked as a “coming mn.” 
He was, by training, a Tory, and 
favored John A. until two things 


changed him, the first in 1867 
when he was president of the 
Commercial Bank of Canada 


then in desperate plight, and aid 
was refused, the second in 1869 
when John ,A. chose Francis 
Hincks as his minister of finance 
instead of Cartwright. The lat- 
ter Cartwright never forgave. He 
at once sent a formal letter to 
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sin

Macdonald withdrawing his sup- 
port and from that day never 
spoke a friendly word to the 
prime minister. He became the 
chief critic of the Liberal party, 
which’ capacity his biting 
tongue and poient sarcasm stood 
him in good stead, and when the 
Liberals took office after the Pa- 
cific scandal exposures in 1873 
Cartwright became minister of 
finance 

From 


1878 to 1896 Cartwright 
was always second in command 
on the Liberal side. His marked 
ability, his great debating power, 
his perfect diction made him one 
of the attractions of the Com- 
mons and the election platform, 
but when the Liberals won in 
1896 Sir Richard was again dis- 
appointed. The Finance _ port- 
folio went to W. S. Fielding and 
(like his great rival, George E 
Foster, in 1911) Cartwright had 
to be content with the Trade and 
Commerce portfolio. He was 
never the same after. He stayed 
in the Commons for two parlia- 
ments until 1904 when he was 
called to the Senate. There he 
put in eight years, terribly crip- 
pled by rheumatism, still elo- 
quent when he liked, but most 
often restrained in speech, a 
mighty contrast to his earlier 
days when words flowed from 
his lips like lava from a seething 
Vesuvius.

Sir Henry Points 
Out B.N.A. Act 
Still Workable 


Avoidance of Financial) 


Burdens May be Obtained | 
Says Noted Economist 


Has the British North 
America Act been mis- 
interpreted by the Privy 


Council and senior Canadian 
statesmen’ 

Sir Henry Drayton, K.B., 
K.C., one of the keenest legal 
minds in Canada says it has, 
and that a revision o! the 
oct is not necessary in order 
to bring it into line with the 
changing conditions which 
now confront Canada. Sir 
Henry claims the act is still 
workable and that it can be 
redrawn without interfering 
with provincial rights. 

In the September issue of 
Canadian Comment he pub- 
lishes “Our Competing Gov- 
ernments,” a copyright article 
setting forth his contentions 
in the matter. He shows how 
competition between the fed- 
eral and provincial govern- 
ments is costly to the people 
of Canada who must, in the 
end, foot all the bills; and he 
shows how this can_ be 
avoided without the constitu- 
tional question being thrust 
into the foreground. Canada’s 
business, he says, can be con- 
ducted at much less cost 
than it is being conducted for 
now and with a correspond- 
ing lessening of the burden 
of tares. Here is his article, 

EDITOR. 


In the international field, compe- 
tition between governments and 
rulers has been the cause of great 
suffering—the destruction of whole 
nationalities, the obliteration of 
countries. Sound public opinion to- 
day calls for national co-operation, 
for mutual trust, and denies the 
right of any nation to deliberately 
and forcibly injure another. 

Ridiculous as it may seem, we, 
here in Canada, have governmental | 
competition at home. We have had 
it for a long time. It has been ex- 
pensive. It has impeded business. 
Wholly unnecessary conflicts be- 
tween the Dominion and the prov- 
inces have constantly arisen. We} 
still have them. In fact, a new field 
of governmental activity is seldom 
discussed without the  constitu- 
tional question being immediately 
thrust into the foreground 

While it makes little or no dif-| 
ference to the citizen which group 
of his representatives tells him 
what he must do or refrain from 
doing, on any particular subject, it 
apparently makes al] the difference 
in the world to the politician, jeal- 
ous of political power and patron- 
age, and also to some of the citi- 
ven's employees, the civil servants. 
CITIZENS PAY COSTS 

The same citizens have been, in 
effect, plajntiffs and defendants, in 
some 119 cases going to the Privy 
Council on constitutional questions, 
and have paid the cost of both 
sides no matter who wins. They | 
have also had the doubtful pleas- | 
ure of paying for extra civil] serv- 
ants as a result of provincial gov- 
ernments’ success in obtaining the 
right to pass laws, to make further | 
regulations and rules and to erect 
new toll gates in connection with- 
matters already looked after y 
their Dominion employees 

But while control of country- 
wide affairs and business by nine 
Provincial Legislatures, as well as 
the Dominion Parliament, results 
in extravagance and unnecessary | 
costs, the evil worked doeg not stop 
there. A far greater evil is the cre- 
ation of a provincial and often pa- 
rochial viewpoint in the place of 
a, Canadian. Bad as it now is, pro 
ceeding along the paths we havej| 
followed, there is great danger of 
the Provinces becoming more and 
more provincially-minded, being 
actuated only by a desire to ad- 
vance their own sectional interests, | 
their own laws, their own institu- | 
tions and forgetting more and more! 
the general interest of Canada. 


LOCAL VIEWPOINTS PREVAIL 

Today how generally questions | 
are approached from the local in- 
stead of the Canadian standpoint. 
How often a hoped-for local or pro- | 
vincial interest whether well 
founded or not is insisted upon 
without the slightest regard to the 
harm worked to Canada as a whole 

Today we have provinces legis- 
lating in connection wtih admit- 
tedly national matters, passing, for | 
instance, their miniature NRA’s, all 
of which differ one from the other.

“The British Constitution is not 
a written instrument—No, It is not 
to be found anywhere in any book. | 
It was never congealed in frigid) 
and rigid sentences, spread on pa- 
per or parchment. It is a living 
thing, always growing, always sus- 
ceptible to improvement, always 
adaptable to the ever ~- varying 
needs of the nation ... The only 
book in which any record is to be 
found of the British Constitution is 
the History of England. In that his- 
tory, from the first to the last page, 
you will find the evolution of the 
principles which we at first con- 
troverted and finally accepted, and 
which, one by one, have brought | 
the British Constitution to what it 
is today, the most noble of political 
wisdom that was ever devised by 
man for the government of men.” 

Can it be well said that Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier was wrong; that a 
living, growing constitution always 
adaptable to the ever-varying 
changes and needs of the people is 
wrong? 

WOULD BE EXTENDED 

Merely because our Constitu- 
tion is a written one is, of course 
not the slightest reason why it 
should not be extended and 
amended to meet the ever-vary- 
ing changes of time and condi- 
tions.

Act, the first federation of col- 
onies, contained no provision for 
its amendment. The Constitutions 
of Australia and South Africa, 

written as they are, contain pro-

islatures, subsection 13 covers

subsection and its operation as ex- 
tended from time to time by judi- 
cial decision has in the main 
brought about dual or multiplied 
government control, It is this sec- 
tion that obliged the committee, 
appointed to consider the question 
of contributal unemployment in-| 
surance, to report to the House | 
that such a measure was beyond 
the powers of the Dominion | 

Sir John Macdonald in the course | 
of his speech as reported in the 
debates, said 

“We have avoided ail conflict of 
jurisdiction and authority and if 
this Constitution is carried out, as 
it will be in full detail in the Im- 
perial Act io be passed will have 
in fact, as I gaid before, all the 
advantages of a legislative union 
under one administration, with, at 
the same time, the guarantees for 
local institutions and for local 
laws.” 

In view of the fact that under the 
Act conflict of jurisdiction and au- 
thority has arisen to such an extent 
that the conflict has become, not | 
an exception, but to be generally 
expected, Sir John's statement 
would appear to have been ill- 
founded. Not so, however, if the 
plan of Confederation had been 
carried out. In the same speech Sir 
John said: 

“The 33rd provision is of very 
great importance to the future well 
being of these colonies. It commits 
to the general Parliament the ren- 
dering uniform all or any of the 
laws relative to property and civil 
rights in Upper Canada, Nova Sco- 
tia, New Brunswick, Newfound- 
land and Prince Edward Island and 
rendering uniform the procedure of 
all or any of the courts in these 
provinces.” 


NEVER IMPLEMENTED 
On that provision Sir John relied 
It has never been implemented. No | 
real attempt would appear to have 
ever been made. This question was 
farther considered and the neces- 
sity of uniformity and ultimate Do- 
minion jurisdiction impressed itself 
more and more on the Fathers of 
Confederation. In the final London 
Resolutions, old 33 was extended 
and became subsection 32 of sec- 
tion 28 which conferred on the Do- 
minion Parliament the power to 
enact laws respecting the subjects

The conditions of today merely 
serve to emphasize the urgent ne- 
cessity which has existed for 
some time of immediate amend- 
ments to the British North Amer- 
ica Act, which will make it pos- 
sible for the government of the 
Dominion of Canada to effect- 
ively deal with the major prob- 
lems with which it is at present 
confronted. Without those amend- 
ments, the Dominion government 
is powerless to deal with condi- 
tions that may threaten our so- 
cial structure. This impotency of 
the Dominion government, to deal 
with industrial and trade condi- 
tions, that would seem to call 
for immediate action in the in- 
terests of the country as a whole 
has led to the recent adoption of 
acts in British Columbia, Alberta 
and Nova Scotia which give 
striking evidence of the spirit of 
provincial nationalism that is 
growing out of the exasperation 
resultant from the impossibility 
of dealing effectively with social 


conditions which must in some 
way be controlled. 

Again these difficulties arise 
mainly from the conflict between 


powers conferred on the Dominion 
government and the rovincial gov- 
ernments under sections 91 and 92. 


TRADE AND COMMERCE 
It is quite clear, for instance, that
